ists.”’ He goes on to describe it as the 
Gerizzim of New-England, the common 
receptacle of the convicts of Jerusalem, 
and the outcasts of the land. ‘* The isl- 
and,” says he, *‘ is indeed, for the fertili 
ty of its soil, the temperateness of its air, 
ce. the best garden of all the colonies, 
nd were it tree from serpents, | would 
call it the Paradise of New-Eugtand.’"— 
but he finally applies to it the old pro- 
verb, Bona Terra, Mala Gens, a good 
land, but a bad people.” This is but a 
part of a long reviling piece of the same 
character. Among other things, he in- 
forms us, that the Massachusetts minis- 
ters had made a chargeless tender of 
preaching the gospel to this wretched 
people in their towns and on their pagan- 
czing plantations; but these offers had 
been refused. 

The two following letters will give the 
reader to understand the manner in which 
these chargeless tenders were made, and 
also in what point of light the Rhode Isl- 
and people viewed them. The first is 
from an Association of ihe Massachusetts 
ministers ; the other from the people of 
Providence :

blessing, yourselves, as well as we, are 
not insensible of. And with what peace

think of without admiration. And we 
suppose, under God, ‘tis owing to the 
choice liberty granted to protestants of all

have been improved as governors and 
justices in your colony. And the Rev. 
Mr. Greenwood, before his decease at 
Rehoboth, was much affected with the 
wisdom and excellent temper, and great 
candour of such of yourselves, as he had 
tte honour to wait upon, and with those 
worthy and obliging expressions of kind 
respects he met with when he discoursed 
About his desire to make an experiment,

| whether the preaching of our ministers in 
Providence might not be acceptable ; and 
whether some, who do not greatly in 


‘cline to frequent any pious meeting in the

hear our ministers, and so might be won 
/over, by the influence of heaven, into se- 
rious godliness ; and although God has 
taken that dear brother of ours from his 
work in this world, yet it has pleased the 
‘Lord to incline some reverend ministers 
in Connecticut, and some of ours, to preach 
among you ; and weare beholden to the 
‘mercy of heaven for the freedom and 
safety they have enjoyed under the wise 
‘and good government. of the place, and 
|that they met with kind respect, and with 
‘numbers that gave a kind reception to 
‘their minintration among you. These 
'things we acknowledge with all thank- 
fulness. And if such preaching should 
_be continued among your people, design- 
_ed only for the glory of God, and Jesus 
Christ in chief; and nextly, for promo 
‘ting the spiritual and eternal happiness of 
immortal, precious souls, and the further- 
‘ance of a joyful account in the great day 
of judgment, we earnestly request, as the 
‘Rev. Mr. Greenwood in his lifetime did 
before us, that yourselves, according to 
your power and the influence and inter- 
est that you wish, will continue your just 
| protection ; and that you add such further 
‘countenance and encouragement thereun- 
‘to as may be pleasing to the eternal God, 
and may, through Christ Jesus, obtain for 
_you the great reward in Heaven. And if 
‘ever it should come to pass that a small 
meeting house should be built in your 
‘town to entertain such as are willing to 
| hear our ministers, we should account it 
a great favour if you all, Gentlemen, or 
‘any of you, would please to build pews 
therein ; in which you and they, as often 
as you see fit, may give your and their 
'presence and holy attention. And we 


{hope and pray tbat ancient matters, that 


‘had acrimony inthem, may be buried in 
oblivion, and that grace, and peace, and 
holiness, and glory, may dwellin every 
part of New-England ; and that the sev- 
eral provinces and colonies in it may love 
one another with a pure heart fervently- 
So recommending you all, and your ladies 
and children, and neighbours and people 
to the blessing of Heaven, and humbly 
asking your prayers tothe divine throne 
for us, we take leave and subseribe our- 
selves your servants,

‘‘ We, the inhabitants of the town of 
Providence, received yours, bearing date 
October 27, 1721, which was read pub- 
lickly, in the hearing of the people, aed 
we judge it uncivil to returo you ao an 
swer. But finding the matter tobe of re- 
ligious concernment, we counted it our 
duty to ask counsel of God, lest we should 
be beguiled as Israel was by the Gibeon- 
ites. And inasmuch as the sacred scrip. 
tures were given forth by the Spirit of 
the living God to be our instructer and 
counsellor, we shall therefore apply our- 
selves to them. And in the first place, 
we take notice of the honourable titles 
you give to many of us. Your view, as 
we take it, is to insinuate yourselves into 
our affections, and to induce us to fa- 
\vour your request. But, we find flatte- 
‘ries in matters of religion to be of dan- 
gerous consequence ; witness the Hi- 
vites, whe said, We are your servants, and 
have heard of the fame of the God of Is- 
rael. In this way did Joash set up idola- 
try after the death of Jehoida. Elihu ab- 
stained from flattery for the fear of offen- 
ding God, while the enemies of Judah, 
for want of the fear of God, practised it. 
By the same means was Daniel cast into 
the Lion’s den, and Herod sought to slay 
the Lord Christ; and some at Rome 
sought to make divisions in the church of 
Christ by flattering words and fair speech- 
es, to deceive the simple; but, saith the 
Spirit, Such serve not the Lord Jesus 
Christ, but their own belly ; and saith the 
apostle Peter, Through covetousnes and 
feigned words they shall make merchan- 


dize of you. To conclude this article. 
We see that flattery in matters of worship 
has been, and -now is, atloak to blind 
men and lead them out of the way; and 
serves fer nothing but to advance pride 
and vain glory. Shall we praise you for 
this; We praise you not. Next. You 
salute all as saints in the faith and order 
of the gospel, wishing all of us blessings 
for the time present and to all eternity. 
Itis not the language of Canaan but of 
Babel to salute men of all characters as 
in the faith of the gospel. This is the 
voice of the false prophets, which daub 
with untempered mortar, sewing pillows 
under every arm-hole, and crying, peace ; 
peace! when there is no peace. Is this 
your way to enlighten the dark corners 
of the world? Surely, this is darkness 
itself. Moreover, You highly extol hb- 
erty of conscience to men of all ‘persua- 
sions, affirming it to be most pleasing to 
God, and tending most to love and peace, 
and the tranquillity of any people. And 
you say, We are not insensible ef this any 
more than you. To which we say, 
Amen ; and you well know it hath been 
our faith and practice hitherto. Fourth- 
ly. We take notice how you praise the 
love and peace that dissenters of all 
ranks entertain one for another within this 
government ; and it is, as you say, to 
your admiration: and you suppose that 
under God, it is owing to the choice liber- 
ty granted to protestants of all denomina- 
tions in the Royal Charter graciously 
given us, and to the discreet and wise rul- 
ers under whose conduct we enjoy this 
happiness. We answer, this happiness 
principally consists in our not allowing 
societies to have any superiority one 
over another, but each society supports 
their own ministry of their own free will, 
and not by constraint or force upon any 
man’s person or estate ; and this greatly 
adds to our peace and tranquillity. But 
the contrary, which takes away men’s

And for the future 
never let us hear of your pillaging consci- 
entious dissenters to mamtain your own 
ministers. O, let not this sin be your ev- 
erlasting ruin, Further. You desire 
that all former injuries, done by you to 
us, may be buried in oblivion. We say, 
Far be it from us to avenge ourselves, or 
to deal to you as you have dealt to us, 
but rather say with our Lord, * Father, 
forgive them, for they kuow not what 
they do! Butif you mean that we should 
not speak of former actions done hortful- 
ly to any man’s person, we sav, God nev- 
ev called for that nor suffered to be so 
done ; as witness Cain, Joab and Judas, 
which are upon record to deter other 
men from doing the like. Lastly. You 
desire of us to improve our interest in 
Christ Jesus for you at the throne of 
grace. Far be it fom us to deny you this, 
for we are commanded to pray for all 
men. Andwe count it our duty to pray 
for you, that God will open your eyes 
and cause you to see how far you have 
erred from the way of peace ; and that 
God will give you godly sorrow for the 
same, and such repentance as is never to 
be repented of; and that you may find 
mercy and favour of our Lord Jesus 
Christ at his appearing. And so hoping, 
us you tender the everlasting welfare of 
your souls andthe good of your people, 
you will embrace our advice; and not 
suffer passion so to rule as to cause you 
to hate reproof, lest you draw down ven- 
geance on yourselves and on the land. 
We, your friends of the town of Provi- 
dence, bid you farewell. Subscribed for,

any other ministry, serves for nothing | 
but to provoke to wrath, envy, and strife.

ness after filthy lucre, some you have put 
to death ; others you have banished upon 
pain of death; others you barbarously 
scourged ; others you have imprisoned 
and seized upon their estates. And at 
this very present you are rending towns 
in pieces, ruining the people with innu- 
merable charges, which make them de- 
cline your ministry, and fly for refuge to 
the Church of England, and others to 
dissenters of all denominations, and you, 
like wolves, pursue ; and whenever you 
find them within your reach, you seize 
upon their estates. And all this is done 
to make room for your pretended minis- 
ters to live in idleness, pride, and fulness 
of bread. Shall we countenance such 
ministers for Christ’s ministers? Nay, 
verily. These are not the marks of 
Christ’s ministry ; but are a papal spot 
that is abhorred by all pious protestants. 
And since you wrote this letter the. con- 
stable of Attleborough* has been taking 
away the estates of our dear friends, and 
pious dissenters, to maintain the minister. 


Mendon.t Is this the way of peace? Is 
this the fruit of your love? Why do you 
hug the sin of Eli’s sons and walk in the 
steps of the false prophets, biting with 
your teeth, and crying peace? but no 
longer than they put into your mouth but 
you prepare war against them.

EPISCOPAL INTOLERANCE IN 
L. CANADA, 


It has been adjudicated in the highest 
court of law, that the term Protestant in- 
cludes only persons of the [Episcopal] 
state church, and consequently the differ- 
ent ministers of the Congregational, 
American Presbyterian and the Metho- 
dist Societies, can neither administer bap- 
tism, celebrate marriage, or attend a fu- 
neral with security; and their registers 
not being signed by a judge, would be 
refused as evidence, either of a child’s 
legitimacy, the nuptial contract, or of a 
person’s death. ‘The Catholics are all 
in favor of granting to the various socie- 
ties their rights, while the ecclesiastics of 
the [Episcopal] state church are decided- 
ly inimical to granting the other denomin- 
ations the evangelical right to have theit 
children baptized according to their own 
consciences, or the melancholy pleasure 
of interring their friends after their own 
forms. 

During last May the Bethel flag was 
hoisted in Quebec, and public worship 
was continued through nearly the whole 
season, on the Lord’s day afternoon, ei- 
ther on the ships or on the wharf adjacent. 
On some occasion, a man disturbed the 
devotions ; an officer arrested him and 
he was subsequently tried. Upon the 
following points of defence he was pro- 
nounced not guilty. 

That the ship was not licensed as a 
place of public worship, and consequent- 
ly he had as much right to make one 
kind of noise, as others a different spe- 
cies. 

That the persons pretending to preach 
and pray were not dressed like clergy- 
men, nor robed in gowns, bands, &c. &c. 
and therefore the accused was not bound 
to know whether these were regular 
ministers, or persons only assuming that

That there was po altar like that in the 
mass-house, or communion table, after the 
custom of the national church, and, there- 
fore, persons had no right to suppose 
that under these circumstances this was 
regularly conducted publick worship. 

The rest of the defence was equally 
profound, learned, and consisfent. So 
that according to this doctrine, a man must 
not preach toa company of sailors in 
their own ship, unless the exterior ap. 
paratus of anti-evangelical mummery de 
files the quarter-deck, or eniless a man, 
who is consciously averse from such 
foolery, is disguised in the rags manufac- 
tured at Rome, and condemned by the 
Apocalypse.

treats, is by our Pedobaptist brethren, made 
the theme of continual reproach to Baptists ; 
notwithstanding not a few of them declare 
unequivocally their conviction, that our prac- 
tice in communion is in exact accordance 
and consistent with, our views of the subjeots 
and mode of baptism. What do Pedobaptists 
wish ofus? Would they desire us to act con- 
trary to the clearest dictates of our reasoning 
powers, and what we understand to be our 
bounden duty by the word of God?

We donot boast of superior love 
to God, but if we are not deceived entirely, 
we do desire to love God with all our heart, 
and all our brethren in Christ, as ourselves ; 
and keep the ordinances as they were deliy- 
ered to the saints.

CIRCULAR AND CORRESPONDING 
LETTER. 

The Genesee Baplist Association, to the sev- 
eral Independent Churches of which she 
is constituted, and the Associations with 
which she corresponds—sendeth Christian 
salutation, 

DeaRLY BELOVED BRETHREN, 

In our last anniversary epistle, we ad- 
dressed you upon some of the benevolent 
plans of the present age, and showed that 
we, as a denomination, deserved animad- 
version for not more fully co-operating 
and engaging in every labour of love. We 
would gladly continue our remarks upon 
the interesting doings of the day, and es- 
pecially bring before you the Sunday 
School, and invite your concurrence in its 
noble operations. But believing our- 
selves unjustly censured, as being unchar- 
itable, in restricting our communion to 
vur own denomination ; and conceiving it 
important that every member of our 
churches, should be able to answer the 
enquiry, ** Why do not the Baptists com- 
mune with other denominations ?” There. 
fore, we select our terms of Communion 

as the subject of our present episile. ; 

The phrase communion, is used in dif- 
ferent senses in the sacred scriptures. It 
not unfrequently denotes that enjoyment, 
which the believer has of the divine pres- 
ence. ‘The saints being joined to the 
Lord by one spirit, draw water out of the 
wells of salvation, and God is their dwel- 
ling-place in all generations; and their 
fellowship is with the Father, and his Son 
Jesus Christ. This fellowship or com- 
murion is peculiar to every spiritually 
minded person. Doubtless the three 
worthies in the furnace, when the flames 
raged around them, enjoyed this commu- 
nion. Daniel in the lion’s den, and Jobn 
in the isle of Patmos, had this sweet in- 
tercourse with God ; and the martyrs for 
the name of Christ were thus blessed.— 
This term is sometimes used in a large 
and comprehensive sense, to denote that 
fellowship which Christians of different 
denominations have with each other, in 
the exercises of the heart, and some of 
the evangelical institutions of the day. 
Asin the A. B. Society, and in the A. S. 
School Union, Christians of different or- 
ders are cordially engaged. But all this 
may be enjoyed by those who have never 
made public profession of religion. 

In modern phraseology, the word 
‘*Communion” is used, by common con- 
sent, as expressive of that fellowship 
which Christians have with Christ their 
Saviour, and one with another, in the or- 
dinance of the Supper. This use seems 
to be justified by the Apostle. The cup 
of blessing which we bless, is it not the 
communion of the blvod of Christ? The 
bread which we break, is it not the com- 
munion of the body of Christ? The one 
point we now have before us is, Why do 
we not, as Baptists, commune with other 
denominations? or embrace what is com- 
monly termed, open communion? The 
term open, attached to communion, at a 
distance, has a very piausible appearance. 
But when we approach it, all its comeli- 
ness disappears, and its native deformity 
is seen. We do not commune with other 
orders, because : 

1. Some denominations do not make a 
change of heart a prerequisite to church 
membership and communion. Thechurch 
of God is a spiritual building, of lively 
stones ; a holy priesthood, to offer spiri- 
tual sacrifices to God—holy and accepta- 
ble through Jesus Christ. ‘‘ He that eat-

And as few 
read, because none but persons of leisure 
could spend the time necessary to plod his 
devious and beclouded way, through the enor- 
mous volumes piled before them. Preachers 
wrote, and preachers read what was written; 
and after reading, went and preached to their 
people, each his favourite system. The ser- 
mon over, and common place remarks past, 
the dispute generally subsided among the 
hearers ; for they must go to their business 
Far otherwise will be the case here, should 
religious newspapers pursue the course ob- 
jected to.

Here we see in that very section of coun- 
try which soon promises to stand first in 
point of wealth, the tide of moral desola- 
tiow is setting in, and threatens to bear 
away the pillars of State and Altars of 
devotion—We repeat it, Something must 
be done. Already a portentous cloud 
darkens the western horizon—it rises 
and extends its fearful and angry aspect. 
What can now he done to save that people 
from impending ruin?” And then the 
writer falls into a rhapsody of declama- 
tion to arouse the churches of New Eng- 
land to send out missionaries, predicated 
upon this degraded and demoralized state 
of society. Now this might have done 
well enough for a school boy’s exer- 
cise, particularly to awaken the pow- 
ers of th€"imagination, but it ought neve 

to have been presented to the publick— 
never tohave found its way to the west- 
ern country. 

‘A. W. T.”’ makes many excellent 
and judicious remarks in some of his 
communications, but he mistakes widely 
the present state of morals and religion 
in Missouri and Illinois compared with 
the former, when he introduces these ex- 
pressions, ‘* The alarming and increasing 
prevalence of vice, especially the cor- 
ruption of the morals of the rising gene- 
ration’ —and—* the portentous aspect of 
this corruption upon our social and politi- 
cal interests.”” The same writer repre- 
sents the ‘* great deficiency of ministers 
in the whole western country,” as lament 
ed in the Annual Reports of Education 
and Missionary Societies, proclaimed in 
the journals and letters of travellers, and 
then falls into the same error with Dr 
Rice in his sermon before the ‘ United 
Domestick Missionary Society of New- 
York”’ entitled ‘* Charity at Home,’’ to 
wit, that our country is likely to be ruin- 
ed and our government overturned, be- 
cause it does not increase in ministers 
with the same rapidity as it does in popu- 
lation ; though I find this writer extend- 
ing the term ‘ Minister’ to those “* who 
have at least,a good English education, 
and have paid some attention to system- 
atic Theology.”’ This position will be 
examined in a subsequent letter, when 
some of the unwarrantable positions of 
the doctor’s sermons will come under re- 
view. 

In relation to Missouri, this ‘*A. W. 
T.” remarks, after stating there are only 
six Presbyterian preachers, anda popula- 
ction of 100,000,* in the State, that ‘ it is 
not merely in preaching the gospel that 
this lamentable deficiency exists ;—the 
moral feeling is proportionably low, the 
Sabbath is represented asa day of riotous 
amusement, ‘*‘ the huntsman’s rifle,’’ the 
“* woodman’s axe,”’ and the ‘* mechanic’s 
hammer” areheard.

There is a religious Soeiety pret- 
ty numerous in that State and other parts 
of the west, who call themselves ‘* Cum- 
berland Presbyterians,’’ and who seceed- 
ed from the old body in 1810, on account 
of the high literary qualifications, exact- 
ed of their candidates to the ministry, and 
on account of some points in the ‘ Con- 
fessions of Faith’? which they deemed ex 
ceptionable. Why is this numerous and 
respéctable body overlooked, when the 
writer reckons up the number of the 
Presbyterian clergy in Missouri? This 
class have been famous for reforming the 
morals of community, and of promoting 
revivals of religion ; and thousands pro- 
fess to have been reclaimed from vice by 
their instrumentality. Besides, the Meth- 
odists and Baptists are the most numerous 
denomination in Missouri, especially the 
latter. Beoause there are only six Pains 
byterian preachers in the State, is it a 
natural, or necessary inference, that the 
‘“‘ moral feelings should be proportionably 
low,” and the ** Sabbath a day of riotous 
amusement ?”’ 

A writer who signs his communication 
‘A. W. B.”’ comes out with a powerful 
‘‘ appeal” to Christians in behalf of the 
west by telling them, he ‘* has not been 
able to survey all four destitute setile- 
ments’’—-that ‘ he found nothing which 
presented, at once, all the desolations 
and all the disheartening prospects of our 
country’’——he has never “‘ seen the Sab- 
bath violated”——-nor ‘‘ heard them blas- 
pheming the name of Jehovah’’—-and, 
therefore, in the frenzy of a heated imag- 
ination falls to declaiming that ‘ Something 
must be done.’ 

Even the Editors, after taking up the 
subject and presenting many valuable con- 
siderations, fall into the same errour about 
the west, and imagine that the very ex- 
istence of our government, depends upon 
exertions to be made by New England. 
‘* Shall religious institutions be planted 
and continued in the west. On this 
question perhaps hangs the great problem 
whether our country can grow, and still 
be free and republican,—whether ignor- 
ance and barbarism shall maintain a do- 
minion over any of our beautiful country 
ofthe west ?”’ 

The Editors again mistake the situation 
of things, the State of Society, and appear 
to lose sight of the great truth of the 
Apostle, who came to Corinth, ‘‘ not with 
excellency of speech or of wisdom,”’ and 
whose ‘* preaching was not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit, and of power,’’ when 
they suppose men of * high qualifications 
must be sent, because they must encounter 
error in a thousand forms,” &c. In 
prostrating almost every species of error, 
that has prevailed in the west, the most 
successful preachers, that have yet ap- 
peared, are to be found amongst our plain 
‘** backwoods” farmers, and mechanics, 
who have nothing more than a common 
English education, some knowledge of a 
systematic Theology, a competent ac- 
quain‘ ance with the Bible, and considera- 
ble knowledge ofthe human heart. These

€ My dear Mrs. B.,—It seems pretty 
certain, that our Missionary friends, who 
were at Ava, are still alive, though we 
have no direct intelligence from them, 
where they are, or how they are situ- 
ated. I suppose, that in their circum- 
stances, writing to friends would be strict- 
ly prohibited; and perhaps, any at- 
tempt of the kind, would be certain death 
to them. How delightful to these cap- 
tives will liberty be once more. If this 
war but open a wide and _ effectual 
door for the spread of the gospel among 
the Burmans, I cannot think, that 
its having taken place should be regret- 
ted, 

*“* You have, no doubt, heard that our 
Native Female Schools are in a prosper- 
ous state under Mrs. Colman’s care. Her 
time and talents are very usefully employ- 
ed in their superintendance, and she is 
much devoted to the important work. 
We might have many more schools if we 
had the means of supporting them. In 
time I hope the rich natives throughout 
Bengal and Kindostan will liberally con- 
tribute to this important object, and de- 
light to Jend an assisting hand te meliorate 
the degraded condition of their coun- 
try women. But at present such liberal- 
ity is confined to a few individuals among 
them. Prejudice is, however, giving 
way greatly, and the results are of the 
most happy nature. Caste seems to be 
almost entirely forgotten in many of our 
Schools. We hope the time will come, 
when we shall see these poor children 
embracing tke religion of Jesus, and re- 
nouncing the gods of their fathers, for 
the worship of the one living and true 
God.”’ 


Gen. Barton.—The North Star, published 
at Danville, Vt. confirms the report that this 
unfortunate veteran, who has for many years 
been imprisoned for debt at that place, has 
been released by the generosity of Gen LA- 
FAYETTE, who, on hearing of the situa- 
tion of his old companion in arms, remitted 
Isaac Fletcher, Esq.
